Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants' after- final amendment filed February 7, 2006 will be entered. Claims 78 and 
79 have been canceled. Claims 1-77 and 80 are pending in the instant application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed February 7, 2006 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the IDS does not include a statement 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.97(d)(1) and 1.97(e). It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised 
that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information 
disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission 
for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the 
statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See 
MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants 5 remarks in the after-final amendment filed February 7, 2006 have been 
considered. 
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4. Applicants argue that "the examiner has not addressed the new and unexpected results of 
the instant methods and the undesirable color change and lower wear resistance... pin-on-disk 
wear rate" (see pages 12-13 of the amendment filed 2/7/2006). In response, it is noted that: 

(a) The features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

(b) Under MPEP §716.02(d), the "objective evidence of nonobviousness must be 
commensurate in scope with the claims which the evidence is offered to support." In Applicants' 
arguments (see pages 12-13 of the amendment filed 2/7/2006) regarding Example 4 of the 
original disclosure (see pages 34-35 of the original disclosure), the experimental data is 
concerned with the effect of vitamin E on cross-linking efficiency, wherein UHMWPE powder is 
doped with 0.1 and respectively, 0.3% vitamin E (unconsolidated doping). In Example 15, the 
wear rate is detained on samples that have been doped with vitamin E after being consolidated 
(consolidated doping) (see pages 34-35 of the original disclosure). However, the samples in 
Example 15 do not mention the amount of doping with vitamin E. Hence, it is not clear whether 
the improvement in wear is due to a an increased vitamin E concentration or, as Applicants 
suggest, consolidated doping. Hence, it is submitted that the evidence is not "commensurate in 
scope with the claims which the evidence is offered to support" and as such, Applicants have not 
provided "factual evidence" as required under MPEP §7 16.01(c).
